the  cover  of  this  issue,  you  see  two  paintings  representative  of 
the  student  work  displayed  at  the  fourth  annual  Student  Art  Ex- 
hibition, held  at  the  Pine  Manor  Art  Center  during  Commencement 
week  end  and  the  week  beforehand,  for  students,  parents,  alumnae 
and  friends  of  the  College. 

Work  exhibited  resulted  from  this  year’s  courses  in  beginning  and 
advanced  painting  and  drawing,  illustration,  and  interior  design.  The 
instructors  were  Graham  P.  Teller,  head  of  the  art  department,  and 
his  assistant,  Olga  I.  Sears. 

Painting  ranged  from  the  totally  nonobjective,  based  on  abstract 
elements  of  design,  to  the  highly  detailed  "trompe  I’oeil,”  in  the 
manner  of  the  old  masters.  Several  experimental  studies  included 
interpretive  analyses  of  the  principles  of  impressionism  and  abstrac- 
tionism as  well  as  more  personalized  expressions  of  real  and  imagi- 
nary subject  matter. 

In  this  latter  group  were  six  compositions  based  upon  sketches 
made  in  and  around  Wellesley  Square.  These  included  the  Wellesley 
Free  Library,  the  Village  Church,  and  Crest  Road. 

Of  particular  interest  were  the  paintings  of  two  senior  students, 
Barbara  Viner  of  Bangor,  Me.,  and  Susan  Donald  of  Redwood  City, 
Calif.,  who  will  carry  on  their  art  study  next  year  as  advanced  stu- 
dents at  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design. 

Featured  among  the  examples  from  the  illustration  course  was  a 
magazine  layout  by  Ellen  Grim  from  Perkasie,  Pa.,  which  won  honor- 
able mention  in  the  Robert  Murray  Memorial  Competition,  con- 
ducted throughout  art  schools  and  colleges  in  the  East  by  Babson 
Institute  in  conjunction  with  the  Boston  Advertising  Club.  Ellen,  a 
senior,  will  attend  the  Yale  School  of  Fine  Arts  next  fall. 

Projects  dealing  with  both  traditional  and  contemporary  design, 
original  textile  and  wallpaper  patterns,  and  illustrations  in  elevation 
and  perspective  showed  the  student  work  in  interior  design.

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COMMENCEMENT 


On  this  Moment 
Hangs  Eternity

Many  an  old-time  sundial  carries 
the  legend  "On  This  Moment 
Hangs  Eternity.”  Although  the  phrase 
has  probably  appeared  on  some  ten 
thousand  such  dials  in  as  many  quiet 
gardens  as  a commentary  on  the  cul- 
tures of  various  ages  and  nations,  it 
seems  to  me  particularly  apt  for  the 
age  in  which  we  now  live. 

"On  This  Moment  Hangs  Eternity” 
. . . all  the  reaches  of  history  and  all 
the  time  still  to  come  dependent  some- 
how on  the  precarious  present,  some- 
how under  the  control  of  people  now 
alive.  Such  a thing  is  hard  to  visualize. 
Perhaps  some  of  you  are  familiar  with 
a common  device  for  showing  off 
house  plants,  a pair  of  flower  pots  sus- 
pended on  a single  rope  passing  over 
a wheel  or  pulley.  As  you  lift  one 
pot  the  other  descends  correspond- 
ingly; raise  the  second  and  the  first 
drops.  Perhaps  eternity  hangs  on  the 
present  in  something  the  same  way. 
Picture  a great  wheel  suspended  high 
in  the  heavens,  a million  light  years 
above  us,  a wheel  with  two  pots  be- 
low. A cord  passes  over  the  wheel, 
and  on  its  ends,  like  the  pots,  suspend 
two  nearly  infinite  quantities:  all  the 


time  past  and  the  limitless  sweep  of 
the  future.  The  wheel  is  immense  and 
against  its  size  the  cord  running  over 
its  rim  appears  fragile  and  thin.  With 
the  turning  of  the  wheel  the  cord 
inches  forward,  the  future  climbs 
nearer  and  past  events  recede. 

Visualize  further  a great  slender 
wedge  rising  straight  above  the  ex- 
posed cord,  above  the  rim  of  the 
wheel,  extending  ten  thousand  miles 
into  the  deep  blue  of  space.  This  wedge 
represents  the  present.  Through  its 
great  length  this  wedge  thrusts  at  the 
wheel,  narrowing  and  sharpening  in 
its  descent  until  its  razor  edge  scrapes 
the  very  fibers  of  the  cord  itself.  As 
the  wheel  turns,  this  threatening  blade, 
suspended  guillotine-like,  marks  where 
it  touches  the  cord  the  separation  of 
the  past  and  the  future. 

The  cord  is  braided  and  woven  from 
threads  representing  millions  of  lives: 
yours,  mine,  lives  ended,  lives  yet  to 
come.  Some  threads  buried  deep  in 
the  core  tunnel  their  way  unnoticed 
throughout  their  length;  others  lie  on 
the  surface,  catching  briefly  the  light 
of  the  stars  in  rainbow  brilliance.  Some 
are  broken  short,  some  are  cut  by  the 


scraping  blade  above,  some  run  long 
through  the  tangled  mass.  There  the 
threads  of  your  lives  and  mine  at  this 
moment  travel  together.  In  another 
hour  they  will  separate  again,  some  to 
cross  often  as  the  wheel  revolves, 
others  to  bury  themselves  far  apart  in 
other  sections  of  the  cord.  So  the  fu- 
ture, endless  years  in  prospect,  climbs 
closer  and  the  past  falls  slowly  away. 
The  wheel  turns  majestically,  never 
speeding  or  slowing,  marking  the  pas- 
sage of  the  threads  of  our  lives;  above 
the  wheel,  ominous  and  threatening, 
the  great  blade  is  poised. 

It  is  well  for  us  to  ponder  just  at 
this  stage  in  the  life  of  our  planet 
whether  the  all-wise  Being  that  gov- 
erns our  existence  planned  the  great 
suspended  blade  merely  as  a marker 
to  identify  the  present,  or  as  a cutting 
device;  whether  at  some  imminent 
moment  an  event  in  the  present  is 
abruptly  to  sever  the  past  from  the 
future.  For  let  the  blade  drop  and  the 
cord  will  be  cut,  letting  the  'flower 
pots’  fall,  forever  apart.  History  shows 
that  the  blade  has  descended  some- 
what already.

Hodgman  is  a good  friend  of  Pine  Alanor 
and  tue  are  grateful  to  him  for  the  article,  even  though  it  defends  ideas 
foreign  to  our  own.  W'e  do  propose  a cjuite  different  philosophy,  and 
believe  the  flag  under  which  we  are  to  continue  sailing  is  tvell  described 
in  our  new  president’s  commencement  address  which  begins  on  the  op- 
posite page. 

An  Educational  Challenge 

I suppose  it  matters  only  to  an  under- 
taker that  he  be  called  a mortician; 
why  then  should  I feel  so  strongly 
that  the  institution  you  refer  to  as  a 
junior  college  I would  prefer  to  call  a 
two-year  college.  I do  not  think  of 
places  like  Pine  Manor  as  junior. 

President  Conant  has  discussed  the 
role  of  the  tw'O-year  college  in  our  so- 
ciety. Population  pressure  will  make  it 
inevitable  that  it  will  increase  in  value 
and  in  status,  for  young  people  who 
have  not  been  accepted  at  a four-year 
college  will  seek  education  at  the  so- 
called  "junior”  college.  Golden  days 
are  ahead. 

Many  types  of  people  should  attend 
places  like  Pine  Manor.  There  is,  for 
example,  the  girl  who  is  undecided 
about  her  academic  future.  She  does 
not  know  whether  she  wants  two  years 
of  college  or  four.  Let  her  have  these 
first  two  years  at  a junior  college 
which  when  completed  can  give  her 
a sense  of  completion,  for  this  is 
preferable  to  the  unfinished  feeling 
she  will  have  if  she  quits  a four-year 
college  at  the  end  of  her  sophomore 
year.  Or  so  I would  think. 
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Some  girls  gain  in  a small  two-year 
college  a sense  of  achievement  which 
encourages  them  to  continue  their 
career  in  a four-year  college.  Plunge 
that  kind  of  girl  into  a four-year  in- 
stitution and  she  may  flounder. 

Some  girls  have  definite  goals, 
nursing,  marriage,  etc.,  which  seems 
to  be  geared  to  the  two-year  college. 
She  can  have  two  years  of  a rounded 
liberal  arts  training  before  she  starts 
her  life  career. 

The  curriculum  of  a junior  college  is 
planned  as  a unit.  Since  there  is  less 
time  the  college  usually  provides  close 
guidance  and  supervision,  for  it  is  es- 
sential that  the  student  get  squared 
away  in  her  work  in  as  effective  a way 
as  possible. 

And  note  that  this  curriculum  is  not 
just  half  that  of  a four-year  college. 
It  has  been  developed  by  thoughtful 
people  who  have  worked  out  special 
coordinated  programs  to  meet  the 
needs  of  their  students. 

The  junior  college  now  faces  a kind 
of  moral  crisis. 

The  philosophy  on  which  the  two- 
year  college  is  based  has  in  the  past 
regarded  each  student  with  special 
interests,  abilities,  and  needs.  It  has 
not  placed  students  in  highly  competi- 
tive situations.  It  has  dignified  the  in- 
dividual by  accepting  him  for  what 
he  is  rather  than  how  he  measures  up 
to  others.  Now  this  philosophy  is 
going  to  be  jettisoned  in  many  junior 
colleges,  and  this  is  the  moral  crisis 
I refer  to.  Of  course,  a place  can 
change  its  philosophy,  but  it  should 
admit  it  is  sailing  under  another  flag. 

Institutions  like  Pine  Manor  need 
not  accept  the  so-called  "average”  girl 
any  longer,  for  able  girls  are  not 
going  to  "make”  the  college  of  their 
choice,  and  they  will,  therefore,  turn 
to  places  like  Pine  Manor  for  the  col- 
lege transfer  course.  You  can  begin  to 
give  the  CEEB  Aptitude  tests,  and  you 
can  begin  to  eliminate  some  fine  peo- 
ple who  need  two  years  of  the  kind 
of  experience  Pine  Manor  can  give  in 
its  terminal  courses.  The  valuable 
vocational  training  courses  so  char- 
acteristic of  the  typical  junior  college 
may  gradually  be  eliminated,  and  this 
I tbink  a great  pity. 

I hope  you  will  not  give  up  the  ter- 
minal program.  I hope  you  will  con- 
tinue to  offer  opportunities  to  all 
kinds  of  girls  for  all  kinds  of  girls 
make  up  our  female  youth  population. 
If  you  are  willing  to  spend  the  money 
and  time  to  continue  the  present  Pine 
Manor  you  wdll  as  the  years  pass  find 
your  contribution  to  American  educa- 
tion will  be  more  and  more  appre- 
ciated and  valued.  Your  future  will 
then  be  really  great.  This  I wish  you. 
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The  Class  of  ’56  will  long  remem- 
ber Commencement  week  end, 
when  eighty-five  seniors  received  di- 
plomas and  one  third-year  student  re- 
ceived a certificate.  The  academic  pro- 
cession into  Bardwell  Auditorium  w'as 
thrilling  to  the  seniors  and  their  rela- 
tives and  friends.  Marie  Warren  Pot- 
ter, President  Emerita,  marched  in  the 
procession,  but  there  was  another 
much-beloved  person  who  was  not  in 
the  procession  because  it  was  not 
known  she  would  be  in  this  vicinity' 
for  the  Commencement  exercises;  Het- 
ty Shepard  Wheeler  sat  in  the  audi- 
ence, but  of  course  her  indomitable 
spirit  marched  with  the  seniors  as  she 
had  marched  in  so  many  past  Com- 
mencements w'hen  she  was  Assistant 
Principal  and  then  Dean  of  Pine 
Manor  Junior  College. 

President  Ferry  (then  President- 
elect) gave  a very  stimulating  address,

ASSOCIATION  OF  STUDENT  GOVERNMENTS  of  New  England  Junior  Colleges  for  Women  held 
its  first  conference  here  April  27-28.  Delegates  included  student  government 
heads  from  Pine  Manor,  Bradford,  Colby,  Garland,  Vermont,  and  Lasell  Junior 
Colleges.  Mrs.  Charlotte  Meinecke,  dean  of  Colby  Junior  College,  opened  the 
conference  in  Westlea  Lounge  with  the  keynote  address.  Important  subjects  dis- 
cussed by  the  delegates  were  student  governments,  honor  codes,  and  student, 
faculty,  and  administrative  attitudes. 

BRADBURY  AND  HOFEKIRK  will  become  dormitories  in  next  year's  building  changes. 

Art  and  speech  classes  will  continue  on  the  ground  floors  of  Hopekirk  and  Brad- 
bury until  completion  of  the  new  Library.  Park  Place,  now  a Pine  Manor  student 
house,  will  become  a Dana  Hall  residence.

it  settled  appreciably.  During  each  of 
our  many  wars  it  has  dropped  enough 
to  cut  countless  threads,  but  always  it 
has  again  lifted  and  the  scarred  cord 
has  continued  to  serve  its  part.  Now 
man  has  for  the  first  time  been  given 
the  power  to  release  the  blade  fully, 
to  sever  the  cord  once  and  for  all. 

So  for  your  world  on  each  passing 
moment  hangs  eternity  more  dramati- 
cally than  ever  before.  If  men  now 
choose  to  drop  the  blade  they  have 
the  power  to  do  so.  It  is  an  awesome 
thing  to  realize  that  your  generation 
and  mine  exist  under  the  threat  of 
total  extinction  controlled  not  alone 
by  God  but  by  man.  His  instrument. 
Let’s  consider  together  now  how  this 
situation  affects  the  world  as  a whole, 
this  college  of  which  you  are  a part, 
and  you  as  individuals. 

First,  as  to  the  world  itself  . . . 
Man  now  has  the  final  weapon,  the 
force  that  can  melt  the  glue,  unbind 
the  atoms,  unfix  all  matter,  and  reduce 
all  the  stuff  of  which  the  world  is 
made  to  its  simplest  parts.  The  bound- 
aries of  his  action  are  defined  rather 
by  man’s  nature  and  his  will  than  by 
physical  limitations. 

This  is  the  heydey  of  the  pessimist, 
a most  auspicious  time  for  the  prophets 
of  doom.  For  they  believe  that  man, 
pompous  in  his  conceit,  vain  and  ill- 
tempered,  waits  only  for  the  suitable 
moment  to  set  the  forces  in  motion. 
Surely,  they  contend,  the  pride  of 
some  nation  will  soon  be  hurt  and  its 
leaders  stirred  to  unleash  the  light- 
ning regardless  of  cost,  thus  providing 
the  other  planets  a brief  but  impres- 
sive spectacle  as  all  of  earth’s  skin 
disintegrates  and  dissolves  into  space. 
Has  it  not  always  been  so  with  man.^ 


Why  should  it  ever  change.^  So  cry 
the  hopeless  ones,  and  looking  only 
at  the  dark  side  of  man’s  past  antics 
it  is  not  hard  to  build  a case  for 
their  point  of  view.  If  God,  in  His 
infinite  wisdom,  has  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  development  of 
mankind  is  a fruitless  experiment, 
only  naturally  He  would  bring  it 
to  an  end. 

But  look  at  the  other  side  of  the 
picture.  What  if  God  has  decided 
that  man  has  now  reached  sufficient 
maturity  to  handle  almost  infinite 
power  wisely?  Surely  it  is  true  that 
man  now  has  the  capacity  as  never 
before  to  shore  up  the  threatening 
blade,  even  to  lift  it  slightly  so  that 
threads  pass  farther  unscarred  be- 
fore coming  to  their  end.  Man  has 
demonstrated  his  power  to  turn 
wilderness  into  fertile  land,  to  re- 
duce the  misery  of  floods,  to  bring 
education  to  increasing  numbers  of 
people,  to  provide  electricity  and  all 
the  comforts  and  marvels  it  in  turn 
can  bring,  to  grow  and  distribute 
food  on  a world-wide  scale,  to  com- 
municate quickly  with  others  around 
the  globe,  to  slow  down  the  drain- 
ing of  earth’s  expendable  resources 
through  the  development  of  atomic 
power.  He  has  been  successful  in 
fighting  common  enemies  that  maim 
and  hurt  and  kill,  through  the  Salk 
vaccine  and  other  medical  develop- 
ments. Our  culture,  so  often  defined 
as  pleasure-seeking  and  materialistic, 
is  seeing  a revival  of  faith  in  God 
and  the  reduced  self-centeredness 
that  accompanies  firm  belief  in  the 
order  of  our  universe.  Such  develop- 
ments have  tended  to  enrich  and 
prolong  the  lives  of  men.  Discov- 
eries of  new  facts  relating  to  the 
nature  of  the  physical  world  have 
increased  in  number  by  geometric 
progression,  reducing  greatly  the 
demands  on  man’s  strength  and  time 
for  simple  survival  and  releasing  him 
for  creative  effort.  Even  the  very 
threat  of  atomic  weapons  itself  has 
brought  men  closer  to  other  men,  for 
now  nations  recognize  that  none  can 
live  alone.  With  recognition  that 
force  is  deadlocked,  is  it  not  logical 
that  man’s  creative  power,  so  long 
spent  in  part  on  war  with  mortal 
enemies,  should  be  brought  to  bear 
full  force  on  other  targets:  disease, 
starvation,  ignorance,  conceit  . . . 
until  friction  among  men  looms  less 
large  in  our  world?  For  our  whole 
planet,  then,  "On  This  Moment 
Hangs  Eternity.”  This  is  one  of  the 
most  dramatic  instants  in  history  as 
you  and  I watch  to  see  whether  man 
can  use  constructively  the  almost 
limitless  power  placed  in  his  grasp. 
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to  help  ratlier  than  destroy  his  fel- 
low men.  This  is  the  nature  of  your 
world. 

Secondly,  as  for  your  college  . . . 
"On  This  Moment  Hangs  Eternity” 
for  this  institution.  It  has  evolved 
gradually  and  well,  earning  respect 
and  affection  through  many  years. 
But  now  Fine  Manor  faces  sudden 
and  entirely  new  problems.  To  be 
sure,  all  of  our  colleges  are  to  meet 
changing  problems,  but  your  own 
college  will  soon  encounter  unique 
forces  and  needs  for  decision.  This 
is  true  because  Pine  Manor  is  small, 
and  because  its  primary  concern  lies 
in  the  liberal  arts,  and  because  it  is 
a junior  college. 

Surely  the  future  of  our  race  is 
safest  in  the  hands  of  men  and 
women  that  have  learned  of  man’s 
past  errors,  who  view  with  compas- 
sion and  affection  his  current  frail- 
ties, who  appreciate  the  beauty  and 
order  of  the  world  about  them,  and 
who  value  righting  wrong  beyond 
self-interest.  Such  people  are  most 
often  found  among  the  liberally  edu- 
cated. All  educational  institutions 
are  presumably  directing  their  efforts 
in  part  toward  producing  such  peo- 
ple, but  contributing  to  their  devel- 
opment is  particularly  and  directly 
the  function  of  the  liberal  arts  junior 
college.  Grammar  and  secondary 
schools  are  charged  with  equipping 
young  people  with  the  capacity  to 
read,  write,  manage  mathematics, 
and  more  recently  to  understand 
their  local  culture.  Senior  colleges, 
in  their  upperclass  years,  provide 
highly  specialized  study  in  the  nar- 
row areas  close  to  life  work.  But  the 
liberal  arts  junior  college  is  prima- 
rily interested  in  what  I believe  to  be 
the  most  important  area  of  all  — the 
area  of  great  truths,  the  fundamental 
education  on  which  life  can  be 
soundly  built.  Because  of  its  strategic 
location  immediately  after  secondary 
school,  young  people  most  fortu- 
nately come  to  its  campus  each  year 
expecting  change,  and  this  proves  a 
catalyst  found  less  often  at  other 
levels  of  education.  Too,  the  young 
women  entering  its  doors  already 
possess,  at  least  to  some  degree,  the 
skills  they  must  have  before  they  can 
start  assimilating  and  weighing  the 
conclusions  reached  by  great  men  be- 
fore them.  Usually  they  are  not  yet 
so  sure  of  their  choice  of  life  work 
that  impatience  to  begin  specializing 
is  a limiting  force.  Add  these  three 
together  and  you  deal  wth  individ- 
uals who  are  anxious  for  change,  are 
ready  to  think,  yet  are  willing  to 
spend  the  time  needed  for  reasoning. 
To  such  people  it  is  possible  to  offer 


the  fundamentals  of  a liberal  educa- 
tion: an  introduction  to  the  common 
denominators  of  man’s  knowledge, 
an  understanding  of  right  and 
wrong,  and  an  understanding  of  the 
rewards  of  awakened  intellectual  cu- 
riosity. This  will  be  Pine  Manor’s 
task.  It  can  accomplish  it  well  by 
continuing  to  provide  work  in  the 
humanities  and  sciences  to  challenge 
the  minds  of  young  women  ...  or  it 
can  fall  into  other  ways,  for  there 
will  be  potent  forces  bearing  on  such 
institutions  as  this  in  the  next  few 
years. 

The  most  obvious  force  will  be  the 
pressure  of  numbers.  There  will  be 
great  temptation  to  expand.  Yet  if 
all  well-established  small  colleges 
grow  larger  there  will  either  be  no 
small  colleges  left  or  all  there  are 
will  be  new  and  untried  ventures. 

The  special  need  for  small  col- 
leges, and  particularly  for  small  lib- 
eral arts  junior  colleges,  will,  I firmly 
hope,  help  Pine  Manor  to  resist  this 
pressure  and  to  remain  no  larger  than 
three  hundred  for  a long  time  to  come. 

Also,  there  will  be  many  asking 
that  we  provide  specialized  courses 
on  the  grounds  that  young  women 
should  be  prepared  with  practical 
training  for  their  chosen  life  work 
after  their  first  two  college  years.  To 
meet  this  requirement  here  would,  in 
my  belief,  damage  the  most  impor- 
tant contributions  of  Pine  Manor 
without  gain,  for  there  are  many 
splendid  specialized  institutions 
available  for  students  who  need 
them.  It  is  my  hope  that  this  pres- 
sure will  be  overcome  and  that  all 
concerned  with  Pine  Manor  will  con- 
tinue to  make  it  a "beginning  school” 
rather  than  a "finishing  school.” 

There  will  be  pressure,  often  from 
within,  to  provide  more  entertain- 
ment and  less  education,  for  colleges 
make  wonderful  resort  hotels  or 
amusement  centers  when  allowed  to 
progress  in  that  direction.  We  shall 
hope  to  provide  the  excitement  of 


new  experiences  rather  than  material 
toys  to  satisfy  this  urge,  to  treat 
great  ideas  as  more  important  than 
lesser  ones,  to  expect  intellectual  cu- 
riosity and  a desire  to  investigate  to 
energize  our  students,  and  so  to  con- 
tinue to  bring  here  young  people 
wanting  more  than  just  to  be  edu- 
cated. We  shall  try  to  quench  thirst 
rather  than  inject  medicine. 

With  such  decisions  as  these  soon 
to  be  made  this  is  a particularly  cru- 
cial time  for  Pine  Manor  . . . truly, 
"On  This  Moment  Hangs  Eternity” 
for  your  college. 

Thirdly,  as  for  you  as  individuals. 
For  each  of  you  the  present  is  a 
charged  moment,  a pinnacle  reached, 
a prize  earned,  a time  of  conclusion 
and  parting,  the  start  of  a new  stage. 
The  lives  of  the  world  and  of  your 
college  are  relatively  long,  stretching 
from  the  past  into  the  future.  You, 
on  the  other  hand,  live  almost  entire- 
ly in  the  present.  What  to  the  earth 
is  a passing  second  may  seem  to  you 
all  eternity.  In  this  age  you  must  live 
with  the  dread  of  atomic  destruction. 
Overhead  you  hear  almost  constantly 
the  muted  mutter  of  distant  jet 
planes  far  above  your  range  of  vi- 
sion. You  could  be  miserable  with 
fear  for  the  rest  of  your  lives  if  you 
so  chose,  for  this  is  a unique  situa- 
tion, new  in  your  generation.  The 
change  is  one  of  pace  rather  than 
fact,  in  part,  for  never  before  in  his- 
tory has  it  been  possible  for  a few  to 
destroy  so  many  so  quickly;  but  such 
a change  in  pace,  while  awesome,  is 
hardly  more  fearful  than  the  slow 
oncoming  march  of  death  with  which 
man  has  always  lived.  The  true 
uniqueness  lies  in  something  quite 
different.  Always  heretofore  men 
and  women  have  found  comfort  in 
the  future  of  the  race,  in  the  knowl- 
edge that  children  at  least  will  sur- 
vive them  in  spite  of  flood,  fire  or 
sword.  Perhaps  already,  certainly 
within  your  life  span,  that  will  no 
longer  be  true.  Man  holds  or  is  soon

There  will  be  a gathering  of  friends  of  the  college  on  October  19 
when  the  inauguration  of  President  Frederick  C.  Ferry,  Jr.,  will  be  held.  The 
inaugural  address  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Robert  W.  McEwen,  President  of 
Hamilton  College,  Clinton,  New  York,  which  was  President  Ferry’s  alma 
mater. 

This  would  be  a particularly  interesting  time  for  alumnae  to  revisit  the 
college.  A special  message  will  be  mailed  to  all  alumnae  covering  this  in 
detail  as  the  time  approaches. 
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to  grasp  power  so  great  that  he  can 
destroy,  either  unwittingly  or  with 
intent,  all  living  things  on  this  earth 
and  the  seeds  of  life  as  well.  Very 
likely  the  final  intercontinental  bal- 
listic missiles  are  not  yet  poised  and 
ready,  but  their  principles  and  prob- 
ably even  their  detailed  structure 
exist  in  the  minds  of  men.  To  my 
way  of  thinking  you  hereafter  will 
live  with  or  under  their  shadow,  ac- 
cepting them  or  cowering  in  fright, 
calmly  observing  them  as  symbols  of 
man’s  extraordinary  advance  in 
knowledge  or  petrified  at  their 
threat.  The  question  then  resolves 
itself  for  you  into  this:  how'  will  you 
adjust  to  a world  different  in  this 
way  from  that  of  your  forebears.^ 

Fortunately  the  past  holds  the  an- 
swer for  the  future.  Others  before 
you  have  squarely  faced  problems,  to 
them  as  somber,  and  mastered  them. 
The  solution  for  you  lies  in  a way  of 
life,  an  attitude  of  mind,  a scale  of 
values  . . . call  it  a working  philos- 
ophy strong  enough  to  weather  daily 
tests  and  the  very  fear  of  death  itself. 
For  such  a philosophy  you  will  need 
the  following  six  simple  things: 

First,  you  will  need  deep  affection 
for  your  fellow  man,  a capacity  to 
admit  his  weaknesses  in  good  humor, 
to  honor  his  strengths,  to  accept  his 
love  with  humility  and  gratitude.  No 
one  can  face  out  life  alone.  You  will 
need  a capacity  to  give  and  to  accept 
affection,  to  place  the  good  of  others 
at  least  even  with  your  own. 

Second,  you  will  need  work  to  do. 
Work  links  you  to  the  constructive 
segment  of  society,  commits  you  vis- 
ibly to  the  belief  that  the  future  of 
the  race  is  worth  building,  that  man 
is  here  for  a purpose  and  not  just  by 
happenstance. 

You  will  need  to  believe  in  your 
work  and  to  aim  at  high  standards  in 
all  you  do  . . . not  just  to  do  your 
job  dully  but  to  strain  toward  great 
success;  to  believe  that  great  failure 
in  a good  cause  is  more  to  be  prized 
than  mediocre  accomplishment. 

You  will  need  freedom  for  your 
own  beliefs  and  ideas  to  grow,  rea- 
sonable freedom  from  the  forced  im- 
position of  other  men’s  control  . . . 
freedom  to  worship,  write,  think, 
speak  constructively  as  you  see  fit. 

You  will  need  material  protection: 
food,  clothing,  shelter.  These  simple 
things  you  must  have,  but  you  must 
avoid  placing  material  needs  highest 
on  your  list  of  the  necessary,  for  that 
is  a common  failing  of  our  time. 

You  will  need  faith  . . . faith  in 
yourself,  faith  in  God  and  in  the 
order  of  things  about  you,  faith  in 
man  and  in  his  long-term  develop-

ment  toward  wisdom  - faith  that 
man’s  basic  goodness  exceeds  his 
evil;  for  such  faith  provides  strength 
to  master  the  unexpected  disaster  as 
well  as  the  casual  discouragements 
that  life  must  bring  to  all. 

With  these  six  essential  items  . . . 
love,  work,  high  standards  of  excel- 
lence, freedom,  material  protection, 
and  faith  . . . you  will  be  equipped 
to  contribute  to  society,  and  to  face 
yourself  and  the  future  with  quiet 
confidence  and  with  peace  of  mind, 
regardless  of  the  peculiar  threats  our 
age  may  seem  to  some  to  hold  over 
us.  And  in  the  years  ahead  you  may 
be  sure  that  your  college  will  con- 
tinue to  provide  young  women  like 
you  with  an  understanding  that  these 
things  are  essential,  and  so  to  pre- 
pare them  to  take  their  places  in  a 
world  that  needs  such  people. 

The  cameras  that  flashed  as  this 
group  assembled  have  recorded  not 


the  present  but  the  past.  Already  the 
sound  of  these  words  and  most  of 
the  events  of  this  Commencement 
are  recorded  only  in  memory.  The 
great  wheel  has  turned  minutely-- 
you  have  approached  a little  closer  to 
a future  that  holds  excitement  and 
great  promise  for  you,  for  your  col- 
lege, and  for  the  world  as  a whole. 
The  diplomas  that  you  will  soon  re- 
ceive should  reassure  you  that  you 
have  conquered  a peak  that  only  a 
few  months  ago  may  have  looked  un- 
scaleable  to  many  of  you,  and  that 
with  this  victory  behind  you  there 
are  others  in  store. 

"On  This  Moment  Hangs  Eter- 
nity.” The  time  has  come  to  recog- 
nize formally  that  briefest  but  most 
significant  of  moments  when  you 
pass  from  the  ranks  of  students  into 
the  ranks  of  alumnae.  May  I join  all 
others  here  in  congratulating  you 
and  in  wishing  you  Godspeed. 
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CHANGES  in 
FACULTY  and 
ADMINISTRATION 


ON  July  25,  President  Frederick  C. 

Ferry,  Jr.,  announced  the  ap- 
pointment of  four  newcomers  and  the 
advancement  of  two  current  members 
of  the  faculty  to  new  posts. 

Dean  Frances  R.  Brown  leaves 
Pine  Manor  as  of  September  first  to 
resume  her  studies  at  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, where  she  has  been  awarded  a 
scholarship  to  continue  to  work  to- 
ward her  doctorate.  She  will  be  great- 
ly missed,  not  only  because  of  her 
tine  work  as  Academic  Dean,  but  also 
for  her  services  as  Chairman  of  the 
Interim  Committee  during  the  past 
year.  President  Ferry  takes  over  some 
of  her  duties;  the  balance  will  be  dis- 
tributed among  others,  as  noted  below. 

Madeleine  Field  Crawford  will 
assume  some  of  Dean  Brown's  duties 
as  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  She  has 
served  as  a member  of  the  Natural 
Science  Department  since  1947  and 
during  the  past  year  was  a member 
of  the  Interim  Committee.  Mrs. 
Crawford  earned  her  bachelor’s  at 
Oberlin  College,  and  her  master’s  and 
doctorate  degrees  at  Radcliffe  in  the 
field  of  physiology.  She  then  served 
at  the  Harvard  School  of  Public 
Health,  starting  as  a research  assistant 
and  eventually  leaving  in  1943  as  an 
assistant  professor.  She  then  spent  a 
year  in  study  at  Copenhagen  under 
an  A.A.U.'W.  scholarship  before  com- 
ing to  Pine  Manor. 

The  newcomers  include  Eleanor 
Crawley  Romig,  who  assumed  her 
duties  as  Dean  of  Students  on  August 
1.  Miss  Romig  attended  Rockford 
College  for  one  year  and  then  went  on 
to  graduate  from  Mount  Holyoke. 
She  spent  some  years  at  the  American 
College  for  Girls  in  Istanbul,  Turkey, 
then  attended  Harvard  University, 
where  she  received  her  Ed.M.  degree 
this  past  June.  She  will  take  over  some 
of  the  responsibilities  previously  held 
by  Dean  Brown  and  by  Eleanor  Heath 
Prior,  who  left  Pine  Manor  to  be  mar- 
ried in  early  July. 

Kathryn  Leonard  comes  for  the 
first  time  to  the  Pine  Manor  campus 
as  Director  of  Residence,  but  she 


served  in  another  capacity  within  the 
Dana  Hall  Schools  some  years  ago. 
Mrs.  Leonard  will  take  over  many  of 
the  duties  formerly  held  by  Mrs.  Prior. 

Rodman  R.  Henry,  History  of  Art 
instructor  at  Pine  Manor,  has  taken  on 
additional  duties  as  Recorder.  In  this 
capacity  he  will  take  over  some  of  the 
work  of  the  Academic  Dean’s  office, 
and  also  some  of  the  responsibilities  in 
the  field  of  registration  and  records 
work  heretofore  carried  by  Miss 
Emery,  who  will  in  turn  now  be  freed 
to  concentrate  on  further  developments 
in  the  admissions  field. 

Mr.  Henry  graduated  from  Pittsfield 
High  School,  then  served  with  the 
Rangers  in  Italy  during  World  War  II. 
He  earned  his  bachelor’s  degree  at 
American  International  College,  his 
master’s  in  fine  arts  at  Boston  Univer- 
sity, and  is  now  completing  work  there 
toward  his  doctorate.  He  joined  the 
staff  at  Pine  Manor  in  1955,  teaching 
History  of  Art  and  part  of  the  Human- 
ities course. 

Helen  Paragamian  has  been  ap- 
pointed as  Librarian,  succeeding  Mrs. 
Ivon  Bryant  Mills.  Miss  Paragamian 
was  graduated  in  1941  from  Simmons 
College,  where  she  majored  in  Library 
Science,  and  the  same  year  was  ap- 
pointed Children’s  Librarian  at  the 
Shute  Memorial  Library  in  Everett, 
Massachusetts.

she  cooks  for  fun 


The  sturdy  redwood  house  built 
on  a hillside,  built  on  three  levels, 
is  claimed  to  be  the  oldest  house  in 
Piedmont,  Calif.  A long  flight  of 
steps  led  up  to  the  door  and  to  a 
rambling  porch  which  extended  over 
a flowering  garden.  A magnificent 
view;  the  city  of  Oakland  below  and 
beyond  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  strong 
and  lovely  in  the  morning  sun. 

"Mrs.  Richard  S.  Wright  was  wait- 
ing at  the  top  of  the  steps,  her  gray- 
blue  eyes  smiling  a welcome.  'Let’s 
talk  in  the  kitchen  and  have  coffee 
and  toast,’  This  was  a comfortable 
large  room  opening  to  a sunlit  patio. 
'It’s  here  I hold  my  cooking  classes,’ 
she  said.  'Just  a few  hours  each  week. 
I do  it  for  fun.  The  extra  money  buys 
little  surprises  for  my  two  girls.  Both 
are  married.  There  is  only  my  six- 
year-old  Jack  and  my  husband  to  cook 
for  now,  so  I have  time  on  my  hands.’ 
"Mrs.  Wright  started  cooking  when 
she  was  seven  using  a small  electric 
stove  given  to  her  as  a birthday  pres- 
ent. Then  and  there  she  was  finished 
with  dolls.  Little  Helen  baked  bis- 
cuits, she  scrambled  eggs,  she  made 
pancakes  and  puddings  and  never  was 
done  with  her  cooking.  The  prepara- 
tion of  food  became  her  creative  out- 
let.” 

"1  later  graduated  to  one-burner 
electric  'plate'  u'ith  portable  oven  on 
top.  My  playroom  always  turned  into 
a kitchen  — u'ith  dishes  washed  in  the 
ivashbowl.  Of  course,  eventually  I 
graduated  to  the  regular  kitchen 
though  that  never  seemed  as  appealing. 

"After  high  school,  I wanted  a 
homemaking  course,  as  cooking  and 
sewing,  etc.,  interested  me  more  than 
an  academic  college  course.  Pine  Manor 
featured  such  a course  at  that  time,  and 
that  is  why  I went  there,  though  after 
one  year  my  family  decided  that  1 must 
stay  nearer  home.  I ivent  to  Mills  Col- 
lege for  one  year  — then  transferred 
to  the  University  of  California,  from 
which  I graduated  in  1928. 

"After  marrying  in  1931,  I found 
myself  so  fascinated  u'ith  my  own 
kitchen  and  with  working  out  ideas  for 
getting  maximum  results  with  a mini- 
mum of  time  and  effort  that  I wanted 
to  help  other  young  ivives.” 


"The  cooking  classes,  she  said, 
came  by  popular  demand,  starting  17 
years  ago  when  a few  of  the  neigh- 
bors asked  her  to  teach  them  to  make 
fancy  party  dishes.  Now  she  divides 
her  classes  into  two  groups,  one  for 
brides  and  one  for  older  cooks  who 
want  to  learn  how  to  use  the  new  elec- 
trical gadgets,  the  mixers,  deep  fryers 
and  freezers.  Women  come  to  her 
kitchen  from  nearby  Oakland,  and 
from  San  Francisco  across  the  bay. 
Mrs.  Wright  has  tw'O  freezers,  one  11 
cubic  feet,  the  other  13.  She  has  every 
kind  of  electrical  time-saving  device, 
these  to  use  for  demonstration. 

"Her  greatest  pleasure  is  in  the  cre- 
ation of  new  recipes.  She  uses  wine 
with  a generous  hand,  she  is  clever 
in  seasoning  with  herbs.  Many  of  her 
vegetable  dishes  are  of  original  de- 
vising. ...” 

"My  daughters  are  both  excellent 
homemakers  and  good  cooks,  though 
I had  nothing  to  do  ivith  it,  really.  I 
didn’t  push  them  into  doing  much  at 
home.  It  always  seemed  easier  to  do  it 
myself. 

"Ann  specializes  in  'short  order 


cooking'  — ijttick  meals  to  be  whipped 
up  after  work  — and  for  the  ever-pres- 
ent unexpected  guest.  She  is  a tvork- 
ing  Nary  wife  in  San  Diego,  Calif.,  at 
the  moment. 

"Emily  is  home  with  her  16-month- 
old  identical  tirin  boys  (simply  ador- 
able), so  she  has  more  time  to  bake 
and  make  fancy  time-consuming  dishes, 
and  always  is  terribly  trell  organized 
when  she  entertains.” 

Mrs.  Wright  enclosed  several  recipes 
with  her  letter  to  the  Bulletin  editor, 
including  her  favorite,  "Rice-Cheese 
Almond  Casserole,”  which  she  would 
like  to  share  with  you. 

Rite-Cheese  Almond  Casserole 
(Serves  4-5) 

Combine  in  a saucepan: 

1 cup  uncooked  white  rice 

2 tablespoons  minced  onion 

14  cup  minced  parsley 

1/2  cup  shredded,  blanched  almonds 

1 4-oz.  can  mushrooms  with  liquid 

1 can  condensed  consomme 

JA  cup  water 

2 tablespoons  butter 

Salt  and  pepper 

Stir  well.  Bring  to  boil.  Pour  into  1 14- 
quart  casserole.  Cover  tightly.  Bake  at 
375 °F.  for  30  minutes.  Uncover  and  stir 
with  a fork.  Add  1 cup  grated  cheddar 
cheese.  Cover  and  bake  10  minutes  more. 

(Comments  Helen:  "This  is  an  excellent 
accompaniment  to  any  plain  meat — is  good 
at  a barbecue  or  as  the  main  dish  for 
luncheon  or  supper  with  fruit  salad.  It  can 
be  prepared  ahead  • — reheats  well  — freezes 
well  also.”) 

Wine  Jelly 

Measure  2 cups  California  wine  (Sherry, 
Sauterne,  Port,  Muscatel,  or  Tokay)  into 
top  of  double  boiler.  Add  3 cups  sugar; 
mix  well.  Place  over  rapidly  boiling  water 
and  heat  2 minutes,  stirring  constantly.  Re-

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move  from  water  and  at  once  stir  in  I/2  bot- 
tle fruit  pectin.

Paraffin  at  once.  Makes  about  five  6-02. 
glasses.  A wonderful  accompaniment  to 
meats,  game,  chicken,  and  fish. 

Oven  Shish  Kebab 
(Serves  5-6) 

3 pounds  lean,  boneless  lamb,  cut  in 
cubes 

Small  whole  cooked  onions 
2 green  peppers,  cut  in  pieces 
Mushrooms 

Marinate  meat  in  Barbecue  Basting  Sauce 
( below ) for  several  hours  or  overnight. 
Put  on  skewers  alternating  with  vegetables. 
Bake  in  a hot  oven,  450°F.,  for  15  to  20 
minutes,  or  put  under  broiler,  turning  to 
brown  on  all  sides. 

Barbecue  Basting  Sauce 
1 small  onion,  grated 
V2  cup  catsup 

1/2  cup  California  Sweet  Vermouth 
Salt  to  taste 
1 clove  garlic,  grated 
1 cup  water 

1 tablespoon  lemon  juice 
1/2  teaspoon  oregano 

l/i  cup  salad  oil 

2 teaspoons  Worcestershire  Sauce 
Cook  onion  and  garlic  gently  in  oil  5 

minutes.  Add  remaining  ingredients;  sim- 
mer, uncovered,  15  minutes.  Use  as  basting 
sauce  when  barbecuing  or  oven-broiling 
meat  or  poultry.  Sauce  keeps  well  in  cov- 
ered jar  in  refrigerator.  Makes  about  21/2 
cups. 

Wine  Sauce 

1 cup  medium  white  sauce 
1 chicken  bouillon  cube 
1/2  cup  California  Sauterne  or  other 
white  table  wine 
Vz  cup  grated  Parmesan  Cheese 
1 teaspoon  lemon  juice 
Yz  teaspoon  Worcestershire  sauce 
Salt  and  pepper 

Combine  and  heat  to  blend  ingredients 

Scalloped  Potatoes  in  White  Wine 
(Serves  5-6 1 

Fry  4 slices  bacon.  Remove  from  pan 
and  crumble.  Saute  Vl  cup  chopped  onion 
in  bacon  fat  until  soft.  Into  greased  casse- 
role put  4 or  5 medium  sized  potatoes, 
peeled  and  sliced,  with  the  onion,  crumbled 
bacon  and  salt  and  pepper.  Pour  in  enough 
California  Chablis  or  other  white  table 
wine  to  cover.  Cover  casserole.  Bake  in  a 
moderate  oven,  350°F.,  for  about  one  hour.

IN  MEMORIAM 
Aclele  Liilhro[t 

Miss  Adele  Lathrop,  the  first  head  of 
Pine  Manor  Junior  College,  died  June  14, 
1956,  in  Wellesley,  Mass. 

Miss  Lathrop  was  born  May  21,  1875. 
She  received  her  B.A.  from  the  University 
of  Nebraska  in  1904,  and  her  M.A.  from 
Columbia  University  in  1905. 

She  taught  English  at  the  Horace  Mann 
School  in  New  York,  and  then  went  to 
Wellesley  College  in  1906.  She  taught 
English  literature  there  until  1910  when 
she  first  became  associated  with  Miss  Helen 
Temple  Cooke  at  the  Dana  Hall  School. 

From  1916  to  1928,  she  was  principal  of 
Pine  Manor  School,  as  Pine  Manor  was 
then  known.  During  those  years,  the  en- 
rollment of  Pine  Manor  increased  from  70 
to  150.  She  then  retired,  bur  returned  to 
her  profession  for  a few  years  to  teach  at 
Carleton  College,  Northfield,  Minn. 

In  1938,  when  the  Dana  Hall  Schools 
were  reorganized  as  a non-profit  corpora- 
tion, at  the  request  of  Miss  Cooke,  she  re- 
sumed her  association  and  became  one  of 
the  original  Trustees.  She  also  served  the 
Board  as  its  secretary  until  her  resignation 
in  April,  1954.  At  the  time  of  her  death 
she  was  a member  of  the  Corporation.
